OF 

THE  PACIFIC-UNION  CLUB 

Dated  March  1st,  1881 

Know  all  Men  by  These  Presents: — That  we, 
the  undersigned,  having  formed  an  association  for 
social  purposes,  do  hereby  incorporate  ourselves 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California. 

And  we  certify  that  the  name  of  such  corporation  is 

"THE   PACIFIC-UNION   CLUB" 

That  the  purpose  for  which  the  said  corporation  is 
formed  is  to  acquire  and  maintain  a  Club  House  for 
social  intercourse  among  its  members  under  such  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations  as  the  said  corporation 
shall  establish. 

That  the  place  where  the  principal  business  of 
the  said  corporation  is  to  be  transacted  is  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  the  said  State  of 
California. 

That  the  said  corporation  is  to  exist  for  the  term 
of  fifty  years  from  the  date  of  these  Articles. 

That  the  number  of  its  directors  shall  be  eight. 


And  we  do  Tin  the.-  certify  that  James  T.  Boyd  and 
G  Temple  Emmet  were  duly  appointed  the  officers 
to  conduct  the  ejection  for  Directors  of  the  said  cor- 
poration for  the  first  year. 

That  on  the  first  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-one,  an  election  for  Directors  to 
serve  for  the  first  year  was  held  in  the  office  of  the 
Union  Club,  on  the  northwest  corner  of  California 
and  Montgomery  streets,  in  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  aforesaid,  at  which  a  majority  of  the 
undersigned  were  present  and  voted;  and  that  at 
such  election  the  following  Directors  were  chosen  to 
serve  for  the  first  year,  viz.:

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CONSTITUTION 
AND 

BY-  LAWS 


CONSTITUTION 
Article  I. 

THE   PACIFIC-UNION   CLUB  is  established  in    Name 
the   City  of  San   Francisco,   California,  with   a  view 
to  promote  social  intercourse  among  its  members. 


Article  II. 

The  membership  of  this  Club  shall  consist  of  Res- 
ident, Non-resident,  Honorary  and  Foreign  mem- 
bers. The  Resident  members  shall  not  exceed  at 
any  time  six  hundred  in  number.  Non-resident  mem- 
bers are  those  residing  out  of  the  State  of  Califor- 
nia, with  the  exception  that  the  present  members 
who  now  reside  in  a  foreign  country  shall  be  known 
as  Foreign  members,  but  no  additions  shall  be  made 
to  said  foreign  membership.  Honorary  members 
shall  consist  of  those  who  may  be  elected  as  such  in 
accordance  with  the  By-Laws  of  the  Club.  Only 
Resident  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  Club 
meetings  or  elections.  All  members  shall  sign  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Club. 

Article  III. 

The  legal  title  and  ownership  of  all  the  property 
of  the  Club  shall  vest  in  The  Pacific-Union  Club. 

Article  IV. 

The  government  and  management  of  the  Club 
shall  be  confided  to  eight  of  its  members,  to  be 
known  as  the   Board  of  Directors,  from  whom  shall

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be  elected  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer.  These  officers  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  shall  hold  office  for  the  term 
of  one  year  from  the  time  of  their  election,  and  until 
their  successors  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified. 

If  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  President, 
Vice-President,  Secretary  or  Treasurer,  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  by  the  elec- 
tion of  one  of  its  own  number,  and,  in  the  event  of  a 
vacancy  occurring  in  the  office  of  Director,  the  Board 
shall  elect  a  member  from  the  Club  at  large  to  fill 
the  same,  and  the  officer  or  officers  so  elected  shall 
hold  office  until  the  next  annual  meeting. 

The  Directors  shall  likewise  have  the  power  to 
elect  from  the  members  of  the  Club  at  large  a  Direc- 
tor in  the  place  of  any  one  of  their  number  who  shall 
be  absent  from  any  three  consecutive  regular  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

For  any  annual  election  five  resident  members 
may,  not  later  than  one  week  before  the  day  of  elec- 
tion, file  with  the  Secretary  a  list  of  eight  names  to 
be  balloted  for  at  such  election.  Such  lists  as  are  so 
filed  shall  be  posted  upon  the  bulletin  board  in  the 
Secretary's  office,  and  each  of  said  lists  shall  be  sep- 
arately printed  for  the  use  of  the  members  at  the 
election.  The  election  in  all  respects,  other  than  in 
this  Article  specified,  shall  be  conducted  as  provided 
for  in  the  By-Laws. 

Article  V. 

Board  of       The  Board  of  Directors  shall  constitute  the  ruling

and  shall  prescribe  rules  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  regulating  from  time  to 
time  the  affairs  and  conduct  of  the  Club.  They  shall 
elect  officers  as  directed  in  Article  IV  of  this  Consti- 
tution, and  shall  elect  all  members  other  than  resi- 
dent and  non-resident  members. 

live  of  the  Directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Article  VI. 

Newly  elected  members  shall  immediately  become 
liable  to  the  creditors  of  this  corporation  for  their 
respective  proportion  of  all  its  then  existing  indebt- 
edness and  liabilities,  in  like  manner  and  to  the 
same  extent  as  if  they  had  been  such  members  at 
the  time  when  the  indebtedness  was  incurred  or  lia- 
bilities accrued. 

If  any  member  shall  resign  or  otherwise  cease  to 
be  a  member  of  the  Club,  all  his  interests  in  and  to 
the  property  and  privileges  of  the  Club  shall  cease 
and  revert  to  the  Club,  and  such  cessation  of  mem- 
bership shall  operate  as  a  release  and  assignment 
to  the  Club  of  all  the  rights,  title  and  interests  of 
such  member  in  and  to  the  property  and  privileges 
of  the  Club. 

Article  VII. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  may  be  made  at    Amendments 
any  meeting  of  the   Club,  annual  or  special,  by   an 
affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  pres- 
ent.    Notice  of  proposed  amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution shall  be  furnished  to  the  Secretary  and  posted 
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at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  meeting  at  which  it 
is  proposed  to  consider  them,  amendments  to  amend- 
ments and  substitutes  ten  days  before  the  meeting 
at  which  it  is  proposed  to  consider  them,  and  the 
Secretary  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  printed  and 
posted  and  mailed  to  the  resident  members  of  the 
Club  seven  days  before  said  meeting. 

Article  VIII. 

Proxies  In  any  action  requiring  the  sanction  of  two-thirds 
of  the  membership  of  the  Club,  members  can  vote  by 
proxy  at  a  meeting  called  to  consider  such  action. 

Proxies,  except  as  next  hereinafter  provided,  car 
be  given  only  to  a  member,  and  must  be  filed  with 
the  Secretary  before  any  meeting  at  which  they 
may  be  used. 

At  any  general  or  special  meeting  of  the  Club,  a 
member  may  appoint  the  Secretary  of  the  Club  as 
his  proxy  to  cast  his  vote  as  he  may  direct,  and  the 
vote  shall  be  cast  by  the  Secretary  as  directed. 

No  cumulative  vote  shall  be  allowed  for  any  pur- 
pose. 

Article  IX. 

Power  of  Subject   to   the   laws   of  this   State,   the    Board    of

BY-LAWS 
Article  I. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  President 
all  the  meetings  of  the  Club  and  of  the  Directors; 
to  see  that  the  By-Laws  and  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  may  be  adopted  by  the  Directors  are  en- 
forced; to  call  such  meetings  as  are  herein  provided 
to  be  called  by  him;  to  have  a  general  supervision 
ovc  all  the  affairs  of  the  Club;  and  at  the  annual 
meeting  to  make  a  report  of  the  accounts  and  gen- 
eral concerns  of  the  Club  during  the  previous  year. 

He  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  all  committees, 
and  the  Standing  Committees  shall  be  nominated  by 
him  and  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  President  and  Secretary  shall  sign  all  con- 
tracts, bonds  and  other  instruments  in  writing,  which 
may  have  been  first  approved  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. The  President  and  Secretary  shall  sign  all 
checks.  The  President  shall  have  the  casting  vote 
at  all  meetings  of  the  Club.

Article  II. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  the  Vice-President 
shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Club  and  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  and  otherwise  perform  the 
duties  of  the  President.  If  both  the  President  and 
Vice-President  shall  be  absent  from  either  of  said 
meetings  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  meeting  to  or- 
der and  a  temporary  chairman  shall  be  elected.

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Article  III. 

Secretary  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Club  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors;  he 
shall  have  general  charge  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  Club,  give  notice  of  all  meetings,  and  maintain 
the  official  correspondence  of  the  Club. 
Assistant  For  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  Secretary  in  the  per- 
Secretary  formance  of  these  duties,  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
employ  an  assistant  secretary  or  other  assistant  or 
assistants,  none  of  whom  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Club,  at  such  salary  as  they  may  deem  proper,  who 
shall  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

Article  IV. 

Treasurer  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all 
moneys  belonging  to  the  Club,  and  he  shall  deposit 
the  same  with  the  bank,  or  banks,  designated  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  in  the  name  of  the  Club.  He 
shall  submit  a  statement  of  the  Club's  accounts  at 
each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  for 
approval.  The  funds  of  the  Club  shall  not  be  loaned 
to  any  member. 

Article  V. 

Standing  The  Standing  Committees  of  Directors  to  be  ap- 
Committees  pointed  by  the  President  shall  be  a  House  Committee 
to  consist  of  three  Directors,  and  an  Auditing  Com- 
mittee to  consist  of  two  Directors,  the  duties  of  said 
committees  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

The  members  of  said  committees  shall  hold  office 
until  the  next  annual  meeting  unless  otherwise  or- 
dered by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
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Placards,  containing  a  list  of  Officers,  Directors 
and  Standing  Committees,  shall  be  posted  in  the 
office  of  the  Club. 

All  vacancies  in  the  Standing  Committees  shall  be 
tilled  by  the  President  and  be  submitted  for  con- 
firmation  to  the   Board  of  Directors. 

All    contracts    involving   an    expenditure    of   more    Contracts 
than  one  hundred  dollars  shall  be  first  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Directors  for  its  approval;    but  this  re- 
striction shall  not  be  deemed  to  apply  to  the  regular 
monthly  supplies  of  cigars,  liquors  or  provisions. 

Article  VI. 

On  the  last  Tuesday  in  March  of  each  year,  at  12:30  Election  of 
o'clock  p.  m..  a  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be  held  for  Directors 
the  purpose  of  selecting  from  the  resident  members 
of  the  Club  a  committee  of  five,  who  shall  prepare 
and  submit  a  list  of  eight  members'  names,  to  be 
voted  for  as  Directors  at  the  next  ensuing  Club  elec- 
tion. The  Committee  shall  be  chosen  in  the  follow- 
ing manner:  Nominations  shall  be  made  saparately, 
and  when  seconded  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Secre- 
tary. When  no  further  nominations  are  offered  the 
presiding  officer  shall  declare  the  same  closed.  The 
Secretary  shall  then  read  the  names  of  all  nominees 
as  recorded,  and  the  Club  shall  proceed  to  ballot  for 
the  same,  each  member  voting  for  five  nominees. 
When  the  voting  is  completed,  the  presiding  officer 
shall  appoint  three  tellers  who  shall  count  the  ballots 
and  report  the  result  to  the  presiding  officer,  and  the 
five  nominees  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  by  him  declared  to  be  the  Committee.    The 
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ticket  submitted  by  the  Committee  shall  be  known 
as  the  regular  ticket  and  shall  be  posted  on  the  bul- 
letin board  in  the  Club  House  as  soon  as  completed, 
but  not  later  than  the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  and 
shall  be  printed  and  mailed  to  each  member  of  the 
Club  at  the  expense  of  the  Club.  If  the  ticket  be 
not  posted  as  above  required  it  shall  not  be  called 
the  regular  ticket.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  said 
Committee  subsequent  to  the  election  thereof  shall 
be  filled  by  the  remaining  members  of  the  Commit- 
tee. The  majority  of  the  Committee  shall  have  power 
to  nominate  the  ticket. 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall  preclude  the  nomi- 
nation of  other  tickets,  by  not  less  than  five  resident 
members  of  the  Club.  Such  other  nominations  must 
be  in  writing  and  filed  with  the  Secretary. 

Article  VII. 

Removal  The  Club  shall  retain  the  power  of  vacating  the 
from  Office  place  or  places  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  of  any 
member  thereof,  or  of  the  President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary  or  Treasurer,  on  good  cause  shown,  by  an 
affirmative  vote  of  not  less  than  three-fourths  of 
the  members  present  at  a  special  meeting  convoked 
for  that  purpose. 

Article  VIII. 

Annual       The  annual  election  for  Directors  shall  be  held  on 
Election   the    third   Tuesday   of   April    in    each   year,   and   the 
voting  shall  be  by  ballot. 

The  President  shall  appoint  three  Judges  of  Elec- 
tion from  the  members  of  the  Club  at  large  to  super- 
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vise  said  election,  at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  pres- 
ent the  whole  time  the  polls  are  open. 

The  polls  shall  be  open  between  the  hours  of  10 
o'clock  a.  m.  and  5  o'clock  p.  m.  on  the  day  of  elec- 
tion.    A  plurality  of  votes  shall  elect. 

The  said  Judges  of  Election  shall  count  the  votes 
and  report  to  the  President,  in  writing,  the  names  of 
those  elected  to  serve  as  Directors,  and  the  number 
of  votes  cast  for  each  candidate;  and  the  President 
shall  declare  the  result  at  the  next  annual  meeting 
succeeding  the  election. 

In  case  two  or  more  competing  candidates  on 
different  tickets  shall  have  received  an  equal  number 
of  votes,  a  ballot  shall  be  taken  at  said  annual  meet- 
ing, as  between  such  equal  candidates  if  necessary, 
but  no  others;  the  candidate  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  duly  elected. 

Article  IX. 

The  Directors-elect  shall  meet  for  organization  on 
the  day  next  succeeding  the  annual  meeting,  at  12 
o'clock  M. 

Article  X. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  hold  its  regular  meet- 
ing on  the  third  Thursday  of  each  month,  unless  that 
day  be  a  holiday,  in  which  event  said  meeting  shall  be 
held  on  the  day  following.  The  President  shall  have 
the  power  to  call  special  meetings  of  the  Directors 
upon  one  day's  notice,  which  shall  be  sent  by  the 
Secretary  through  the  mail  to  each  member  of  said 
Board,  addressed  to  his  residence  or  principal  place 
of  business. 


Organization

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Article  XI. 

Annual  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be  held  on 
Meeting  t]ie  Wednesday  following  the  third  Tuesday  of  April 
in  each  year,  at  eight  o'clock  p.  m.,  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  from  the  President  a  report  touching 
the  accounts  and  general  concerns  of  the  Club,  and 
for  the  transaction  of  such  general  business  as  may 
be  brought  before  it. 

The  President  shall  call  the  meeting  of  the  Club 
together  at  the  hour  named  in  the  notice  thereof, 
and  the  roll  shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary  at  the 
opening  of  the  meeting.  Should  there  be  no  quorum 
present  the  President  shall  adjourn  the  meeting  to 
any  time  within  one  week  thereafter. 

At  such  annual  meeting,  if  all  the  business  should 
not  be  finished  on  the  day  for  which  it  was  called, 
an  adjournment,  or  adjournments,  shall  be  had  from 
time  to  time,  during  the  same  and  ensuing  weeks, 
until  such  business  shall  be  fully  completed. 

Article  XII. 

Order  of       The  Order  of  Business  shall  be  as  follows,  namely: 
Business       First — Reading    of    the    minutes    of    the    previous 
meeting. 

Second — Report  of  the  President. 
Third — Miscellaneous  Business. 
Fourth — Declaring   the   result   of   the   election    for 
Directors. 

Article  XIII. 

Special       In  case  a  special  meeting  of  the  Club  is  ordered, 

Club   the  Secretary  shall  give  not  less  than  five  days'  writ- 
Meetings 
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ten  notice  thereof,  specifying  the  object  for  which 
such  meeting  is  called;  and  the  Secretary  shall  ad- 
dress such  notice  to  each  member  at  his  residence 
or  principal  place  of  business. 

Special  meetings  may  be  ordered  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  on  its  own  motion,  or  shall  be  called  by 
it  on  the  application,  in  writing,  of  ten  members. 

Article  XIV. 

At  any  meeting  of  the  Club  forty  resident  mem- 
bers shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Article  XV. 

The  President  shall  appoint  annually  from  the  mem- 
bers a  standing  committee  of  eleven,  to  be  known  as 
the  Election  Committee,  in  whom  alone  shall  be  and 
hereby  is  vested  the  election  of  resident  and  non-res- 
ident members,  and  the  President  shall  also  appoint 
and  maintain  a  sub-committee  of  not  less  than  six 
other  members,  to  be  known  as  alternates,  from 
whose  number,  in  the  order  prescribed  by  the 
President,  shall  be  filled  all  vacancies,  temporary 
or   otherwise,   on   the    Election    Committee. 

Members  of  the  Election  Committee  cannot  pro- 
pose or  second  an  applicant  for  resident  or  non-resi- 
dent membership. 

Applicants  for  resident  or  non-resident  membership 
must  be  proposed  by  one  member  and  seconded  by 
another,  and  their  names  before  posting  on  the  bulle- 
tin board  must  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that 
purpose.  The  names  of  the  proposer  and  seconder 
must  be  written  therein   in  their  own  handwriting. 
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Posting  of       The  names  of  all  applicants  for  resident  or  non-

Article  XVI. 

Honorary       The    Board   of  Directors   shall   have   authority   by 
Members  unan;mous  vote,  to  extend,  for  a  period  not  to  ex- 
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ceed  three  months,  and  upon  such  terms  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  the  courtesies  of  the  Cluh  to  such  per- 
sons as  in  their  judgment  may  be  entitled  to  the  dis- 
tinction, and  to  renew  such  invitation  at  their  dis- 
cretion. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may,  by  unanimous  vote, 
elect  as  Honorary  Members  of  the  Club  such  dis- 
tinguished citizens  of  the  United  States  as  they  may 
deem  advisable. 

The  Commanding  General,  Western  Department, 
United  States  Army,  and  the  Senior  Officer,  United 
States  Navy,  on  shore  duty  in  San  Francisco  and 
vicinity,  shall  be  ex  -  officio  Honorary  Members  of 
the  Club. 

Article  XVII. 

Persons  not  residing  within  the  State  of  California  Non-resident 
may  be  elected  as  non-resident  members,  and  resi-  Members 
dent  members  ceasing  to  reside  in  said  State  may  be 
declared  non-resident  members  upon  their  application 
in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Directors.  Non-resident 
members  shall  pay  quarterly  dues  of  fifteen  dollars  in 
advance,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of 
the  Club,  except  the  right  of  voting  or  of  holding 
office. 

A  non-resident  or  foreign  member,  who  has  for- 
merly been  a  resident  member  and  ceased  to  be  such, 
who  shall  move  his  residence  to  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, shall  thereupon  be  required  to  pay  dues  as  a 
resident  member  and  shall  be  placed  at  the  head  of 
the  list   of  applicants   for  resident   membership   and 
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becomes  a  resident  member  without  further  election, 
upon  the  first  vacancy.  A  non-resident  or  foreign 
member  who  shall  move  his  residence  to  California, 
not  having  previously  been  a  resident  member,  shall 
have  his  name  submitted  without  delay  for  election 
as  a  resident  member,  as  provided  in  Article  XV,  and 
shall  be  placed  at  the  foot  of  the  waiting  list,  and 
pending  such  election  shall  retain  his  privileges  as 
a  non-resident  member,  except  that  he  shall  be  re- 
quired to  pay  the  dues  required  of  a  resident  mem- 
ber. If  elected,  he  need  not  pay  a  second  entrance 
fee.  If  not  elected,  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member 
of  the  Club. 

Article  XVIII. 

Foreign       Those  members  who  now  reside  in  a  foreign  coun- 
Members   try,  and  who  are  now  paying  annual  dues  of  ten  dol- 
lars,   may    continue    to   pay   said    dues   and   shall   be 
known  as  foreign  members. 

No  additions  to  the  present  list  of  foreign  mem- 
bers shall  be  made. 

Article  XIX. 

Notice  to       On  the  election  of  each  new  member,  the  Secretary 
Jew  Members   shall  forthwith  notify  him  thereof,  furnish  him  with 
a  copy  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  request 
him  to  pay  to  the  Secretary  the  amount  of  his  en- 
trance fee  and  first  month's  dues. 

Article  XX. 

Admission        The  entrance  fee  for  residentand  non-residentmem- 
Fee  bers  on  admission  to  the  Club  shall  be  four  hundred

dollars;  the  monthly  dues  for  resident  members  shall 
be  ten  dollars,  payable  on  the  first  of  each  month  in 
advance.  No  newly  elected  member  shall  participate 
in  any  of  the  advantages  or  privileges  of  the  Club 
until  he  shall  have  paid  his  said  admission  fee  and 
first  month's  dues.  If  he  do  not  comply  with  this 
article  within  the  period  of  fifteen  days  from  the  date 
of  notification  of  his  election,  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  cause  his  name  to  be  erased  and  his  election 
to  be  declared  void.  The  receipt  of  the  Secretary 
shall  alone  be  sufficient  acquittance  for  the  payment 
of  these  sums. 

Article  XXI. 

Officers  of  the  Army  and  Navy  and  of  any  scientific  Visitors 
corps  of  the  United  States,  on  duty  on  the  Pacific 
Coast,  or  retired  from  duty,  may  become  visitors  for 
a  term  of  six  months  or  for  one  year,  as  the  appli- 
cant may  elect,  upon  the  payment  in  advance  of 
twenty-five  dollars  if  elected  for  six  months,  or  of 
fifty  dollars  if  elected  for  one  year,  through  election 
by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  may  be  re-elected 
in  the  same  manner,  on  the  same  terms,  from  time 
to  time;  such  officers  must  be  proposed  by  a  resi- 
dent member. 

Officers  of  the  Army  and  Navy  and  of  any  scien- 
tific corps  of  any  government  other  than  that  of  the 
United  States,  may  become  visitors  for  a  term  of 
three  months,  through  election  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, on  the  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  in  ad- 
vance, and  may  be  re-elected  in  the  same  manner,  on 
the   same  terms,  from  time  to  time. 
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A  member  may  procure  cards  to  be  issued  giving 
the  privileges  of  the  Club  to  visitors  not  residing 
within  fifty  miles  of  the  city  of  San  Francisco  for 
a  period  of  fifteen  days,  recording  their  names  with 
his  own  in  the  visitors'  book,  upon  the  same  being 
approved  and  signed  by  two  Directors,  but  can  have 
no  more  than  three  such  visitors  at  a  time.  No  per- 
son can  be  so  invited  more  than  twice  in  twelve 
months,  and  after  being  twice  so  invited  cannot  be 
further  entertained  in  the  Club  by  any  member  dur- 
ing such  twelve  months,  except  in  the  discretion  of 
the  President.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  restrict 
the  privileges  of  members  under  this  paragraph  by 
general  regulation  for  such  period  as  may  seem 
desirable. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  in  its  discretion  ex- 
tend (for  a  period  of  two  weeks),  from  time  to 
time,  expiring  cards  issued  to  visiting  Officers  of 
the  Army  and  Navy  of  the  United  States  and  of 
Foreign  Nations.  The  President  is  authorized  to 
act  for  the  Board  between  its  meetings  in  granting 
such  extension.  The  renewal  of  such  cards  to  be 
entered  on  record  by  the  sponsors  of  the  visiting 
Officers  under  usual  conditions  governing  issue  of 
such   cards. 

Visitors  shall  not  be  permitted  to  occupy  a  cham- 
ber in  the  Club. 

Any  member  introducing  guests  into  the  Club  will 
be  held  responsible  for  their  conduct  while  in  the 
Club,  and  for  any  debt  that  may  accrue  on  their 
account. 
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Article  XXII. 

Except  as  provided  in  Article  XXX  of  these  By-  Discipline 
Laws,  the  Board  of  Directors  may  impose  a  fine  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  the  first  offense  for 
any  breach  of  the  Constitution  or  By-Laws,  or  of 
any  regulation  they  may  make  by  authority  of  the 
same;  and  may,  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  six  of  its 
members,  expel  any  member  and  forfeit  his  member- 
ship, or  suspend  any  member  for  any  conduct  which 
in  its  opinion  is  likely  to  endanger  the  welfare,  in- 
terest or  harmony  of  the  Club;  or,  when  the  offense 
is  of  such  a  character  as  to  admit  of  apology  or  rep- 
aration, the  Board  shall  have  power  to  require  the 
offender  to  apologize  or  make  reparation,  and  to  fix 
the  time  within  which  it  shall  be  done.  A  failure  to 
so  apologize  or  make  reparation  shall  be  sufficient 
ground  for  expulsion  or  suspension,  as  the  Board 
may  deem  just.  At  any  time  within  thirty  days  after 
such  expulsion  or  suspension  a  meeting  of  the  Club 
to  consider  the  same  shall  be  called  by  the  President, 
if  a  request  be  made  to  him  in  writing  by  ten  members, 
and  the  Secretary  upon  the  President's  order  shall 
give  notice  of  such  meeting,  as  provided  in  Article 
XIII,  to  which  meeting  an  appeal  may  be  taken  from 
the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  mem- 
ber may  be  restored  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present.  No  vote  shall  be  taken  by  the 
Board  on  a  proposed  expulsion  or  suspension  until 
after  three  days'  notice,  in  writing,  setting  forth  the 
charge  or  charges  against  the  member  in  question, 
shall  have  been  served  upon  him;  and  any  such  mem- 
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ber  shall  have  the  right  to  be  heard  before  any  final 
vote  thereon. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  member  present  and 
witnessing  a  breach  of  any  of  the  By-Laws,  rules 
or  regulations  of  the  Club  to  report  the  same  to  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Any  member  who  is  a  citizen  of  a  Nation  with 
which  the  United  States  may  be  at  war,  shall  thereby 
forfeit  his  membership  in  the  Club. 

Article  XXIII. 

Payments  The  monthly  dues  shall  be  payable  in  advance  at 
the  Secretary's  office,  together  with  any  indebtedness 
incurred  during  the  previous  month.  If  the  payment 
of  such  dues  and  indebtedness,  including  the  amount 
of  any  assessment  levied  by  the  Directors,  be  not 
made  on  or  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  that  cur- 
rent month,  then  all  such  dues  and  indebtedness  shall 
become  delinquent,  and  personal  notice  of  the  same 
must  then  be  given  by  the  Secretary  to  delinquent 
members;  and  if  any  member  shall  not  make  pay- 
ment within  one  month  after  the  receipt  of  such  no- 
tice such  member  shall  ipso  facto  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Club.  On  good  cause  shown,  the  Board 
of  Directors  shall  have  the  power  to  restore  any 
member  who  may,  by  such  default,  have  lost  his 
membership. 

After  the  personal  notice  has  been  served,  as  re- 
quired herein,  such  delinquent  member  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  incur  any  further  debt  in  the  Club.  Per- 
sonal notice  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  given  to

Article  XXIV. 

No  demonstration  in  behalf  of  any  political  or  sec- 
tarian party  shall  ever  be  made  in  the  Club. 

Article  XXV. 

All  complaints  or  other  communications  regarding 
the  affairs  of  the  Club  must  be  made  to  the  Presi- 
dent or  Board  of  Directors  in  writing. 

Article  XXVI. 

No  member  shall  under  any  pretext,  or  in  any 
manner  whatever,  receive  any  salary  or  compensa- 
tion from  the  funds  of  the  Club.  No  member  or 
guest  shall  give  any  gratuities  or  money  to  a  ser- 
vant of  the  Club. 

Article  XXVII. 

Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  may  be  made  at  any    Amendments 
meeting  of  the  Club,  annual  or  special,  by  an  affirm- 
ative vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  resident  members  of 
the  Club. 

Notice  of  proposed  amendments  to  the  By-Laws 
shall  be  furnished  to  the  Secretary  and  posted  at  least 
fifteen  days  before  the  meeting;  amendments  to 
amendments  and  substitutes  ten  days  before  the 
meeting  at  which  it  is  proposed  to  consider  them; 
and  the  Secretary  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  printed 
and  posted  seven  days  before  said  meeting. 

The  power  to  repeal  and  amend  the  By-Laws,  and 
to  adopt  new  By-Laws,  has  also  been  delegated  to 
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Closing 


the  Board  of  Directors,  by  written  assent  of  more 
than  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Club,  filed 
with  the  Secretary. 

Article  XXVIII. 

Opening  The  Club  House  shall  be  open  every  day  for  the 
*™  reception  of  its  members  at  seven  o'clock  a.  m.,  and 
be  closed  at  two  o'clock  a.  m.,  after  wdiich  hour  no 
member,  excepting  those  who  lodge  in  the  chambers 
of  the  Club,  shall  be  admitted;  such  members,  how- 
ever, as  may  at  that  hour  be  actually  within  the 
house  are  not  to  be  restricted  with  respect  to  their 
departure  by  this  rule. 

Article  XXIX. 

Notices  A  bulletin  board  shall  be  placed  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  the  Club  House,  on  which  all  notices  re- 
quired by  the  By-Laws  shall  be  posted. 

A  register  shall  be  kept  at  the  Club  House,  in 
which  any  member  may  record  his  name  and  address; 
and  notices  mailed  to  the  address  of  any  member  as 
noted  in  the  register  shall  be  considered  as  delivered. 

If  a  member  fails  to  record  his  address  in  the  reg- 
ister, notices  shall  be  sent  or  mailed  to  his  last  ad- 
dress known  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Club.  Said  no- 
tices shall  be  held  to  have  been  received  ten  days 
after  being  so  mailed  or  sent,  excepting  those  sent  to 
members  absent  from  the  United  States.  If  the  mem- 
ber has  no  known  address,  notices  addressed  to  him 
at  the  Club  shall  be  deemed  to  be  delivered.

Article  XXX. 

Xo  member  shall  take  away  from  the  Library  or 
Reading  Room,  upon  any  pretext  whatever,  any 
newspaper,  pamphlet  or  book,  nor  in  any  way  mu- 
tilate, injure  or  destroy  the  same,  under  the  penalty 
of  ten  dollars  fine  for  each  offense,  which  penalty  or 
penalties  the  Board  of  Directors,  on  due  proof,  may 
enforce  and  have  charged  in  the  next  bill  of  such 
member. 

Article  XXXI. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  by  resolution  levy 
assessments  upon  resident  and  non-resident  mem- 
bers to  pay  the  debts  of  the  Club.  Such  assessments 
shall  be  added  to  the  monthly  dues  of  members,  but 
the  Board  of  Directors  may  permit  payment  in  such 
installments  as  they  may  prescribe. 

Article  XXXII. 

On  all  questions  arising  as  to  the  construction  of    Interpretation 
the   Constitution  and   By-Laws,  the   decision   of  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  be   final,  unless  overruled 
by  the   Club  at  a   general  meeting,   or  at  a   special 
meeting  convoked  for  that  purpose.

A  member  may  entertain  not  more  than  four 
gentlemen  residing  in  or  within  fifty  miles  of  the 
city  of  San  Francisco,  within  a  period  of  twelve 
months.  A  member  shall  not  so  entertain  the  same 
guest  more  than  once  in  twelve  months.  The  names 
and  residences  of  such  guests  and  the  names  of  the 
members  introducing  them  must  in  all  cases  be  re- 
corded in  the  guest-book  provided  for  that  purpose 
in  the  entrance  hall. 

6.  Guests  of  members  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
the  public  rooms  of  the  Club. 

7.  Persons  calling  upon  any  member  of  the  Club 
must  be  shown  into  the  vistors'  room  and  shall  be 
excluded  from  all  other  parts  of  the  Club,  except 
that  members  having  rooms  in  the  Club  shall  have 
the  right  to  receive  such  persons  in  their  apartments. 

8.  Members  may  invite  gentlemen  to  dine  in  the 
Private  Dining  Room,  but  no  dinner  shall  be  served 
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in  this  room  for  a  less  number  than  four. 

9.  Gentlemen  holding  visitors'  cards  can  enter- 
tain in  the  Club  only  members  and  persons  hold- 
ing visitors'  cards. 

10.  No  servant  shall  be  sent  from  the  Club  on  an    Restrictions 
errand  for  a  member. 

11.  No  servant  shall  be  reprimanded  or  in  any  way 
punished  by  a  member. 

12.  Minors  under  eighteen  shall  not  be  brought 
into  the  Club. 

13.  Conversation  will  not  be  permitted  in  the 
Library. 

14.  The  smoking  of  pipes  is  prohibited  in  the  pub- 
lic rooms  of  the  Club. 

15.  No  single  wager,  bet  or  forfeit  shall  be  made 
in  the  Club  to  exceed  Ten  Dollars. 

16.  Dogs  shall  not  be  allowed  in  the  Club. 

17.  Whenever  a  member  retaining  a  bedroom  in    House 
the  Club  shall  be  absent  from  his  room  for  a  period 

of  two  months  or  more,  such  room  may  during  his 
absence  be  rented  temporarily  by  the  Club. 

18.  No  sub-letting  of  rooms  by  members  shall  be 
permitted. 

19.  Meals  served  in  bedrooms  shall  be  charged 
double  rates,  except  in  case  of  sickness. 

20.  Notices  of  any  kind  other  than  Club  notices 
shall  not  be  posted  in  the  Club,  except  such  notices 
as  shall  be  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
posted  upon  the  bulletin  board. 

21.  No  member's  indebtedness  shall  exceed  $300    Indebtedness 
at  any  one  time. 

22.  The  proceedings  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board    Government 
of  Directors  shall  be  strictly  private.
